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FIFTH  SYMPOSIUM  SET  FOR  MAY  6-7 
Six  Speakers  Scheduled 

The  Library  will  hold  the  fifth  and  final  of  its  series 
of  symposia  relating  to  the  Bicentennial  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Revolution  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  May  6-7,  in 
the  Library’s  Coolidge  Auditorium.  Six  distinguished 
scholars  will  be  presenting  papers  on  the  symposium 
theme,  The  American  Revolution:  A  Continuing 
Commitment. 

Planned  by  the  American  Revolution  Bicentennial 
Office,  under  the  direction  of  the  Assistant  Librarian 
of  Congress  in  cooperation  with  the  Library’s  advi¬ 
sory  committee  of  distinguished  historians,  the 
symposia  are  made  possible  by  a  grant  from  The 
Morris  and  Gwendolyn  Cafritz  Foundation,  which 
was  established  in  1948  by  the  late  Mr.  Cafritz,  Wash¬ 
ington  realtor  and  philanthropist.  The  foundation 
fosters  cultural,  educational,  and  developmental  activ¬ 
ities  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  grant  made  to 
the  Library  will  also  support  the  publication  of 
papers  presented  at  each  symposium  as  a  permanent 
contribution  to  the  better  understanding  of  the 
American  Revolution. 

Chairman  of  the  symposium  this  year  is  David  A. 
Shannon,  vice  president-provost  and  Commonwealth 
professor  of  history,  University  of  Virginia.  Speaking 
on  “Liberty  and  Law  in  America”  at  the  Thursday 
afternoon  session,  which  begins  at  2  p.m.,  will  be  Paul 
A.  Freund,  Carl  M.  Loeb  university  professor,  Har¬ 
vard  University  Law  School,  followed  by  Clarence 


Clyde  Ferguson,  Jr.,  professor  of  law,  also  from  Har¬ 
vard,  who  will  speak  on  “Free  Men  and  Revolu¬ 
tion— A  Black  Perspective.” 

'  Erik  Bamouw,  professor  of  dramatic  arts  emeritus, 
Columbia  University,  will  open  Friday’s  session  at  10 
a.m.  with  a  paper  on  “The  Media  Revolution,”  and 
W.  McNeil  Lowry,  former  vice  president  for  humani¬ 
ties  and  the  arts,  The  Ford  Foundation,  will  speak  on 
“The  Arts  in  America:  Evolution  and  Tradition.”  The 
Friday  session  will  end  with  “Styles  of  American 
Womanhood— Through  200  Years  of  History,”  by 
Margaret  Mead,  curator  of  ethnology  emeritus,  Amer¬ 
ican  Museum  of  Natural  History,  and  “From  Indepen¬ 
dence  to  Interdependence”  by  Harlan  Cleveland, 
director  of  the  Program  in  International  Affairs, 
Aspen  Institute  for  Humanistic  Studies.

LC  RECEIVES  ANOTHER  PATENT 

George  Kelly,  chemist  on  the  staff  of  the  Preser¬ 
vation  Research  Office,  was  issued  patent  No. 
3,939,091  for  the  use  of  methylmagnesium  carbonate 
as  a  non-aqueous  deacidification  agent  on  February 
17. 

Many  earlier  deacidification  techniques  were  based 
on  aqueous  solutions.  Such  solutions,  although  effec¬ 
tive  in  some  instances,  have  drawbacks  related  princi- 
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based  systems.  It  effectively  deacidifies  papers  too 
delicate  to  be  treated  by  aqueous  solution.  The  solu¬ 
tion  imparts  a  level  of  alkaline  reserve  high  enough  to 
protect  the  paper  against  future  acid  attack,  whether 
these  acids  are  internally  generated  by  decomposing 
lignins  or  other  compounds  or  externally  deposited 
from  atmospheric  pollution. 

Solutions  of  methylmagnesium  carbonate  are  much 
more  stable  than  previously  available  solutions,  most 
of  which  tend  quickly  to  become  inactive.  The  effec¬ 
tiveness,  the  longer  storage  life,  the  greater  conve¬ 
nience,  and  the  significantly  lower  cost  of  the  new 
product  provide  a  superior  deacidification  agent  for 
the  use  of  conservators. 

The  Preservation  Office  of  the  Library  of  Congress 
has  been  using  the  new  process  to  treat  certain  books 
and  documents  for  the  past  12  months.  The  results 
have  been  excellent  and  no  adverse  effects  or  diffi¬ 
culties  of  any  kind  have  been  encountered. 

Methylmagnesium  carbonate  can  be  made  by  pass¬ 
ing  carbon  dioxide  through  a  solution  of  one  percent 
magnesium  methoxide.  The  artifact  to  be  treated  may 
be  dipped  or  sprayed  with  the  solution,  or  the  solu¬ 
tion  may  be  applied  with  a  brush. 

The  Library  of  Congress  is  pleased  to  grant  a 
royalty-free,  non-transferable,  non-exclusive  license 
to  all  parties  interested  in  practicing  this  invention 
anywhere  in  the  world. 

Magnesium  methoxide  may  be  purchased  from  a

As  with  previous  LC  patents  in  this  field,  the  legal 
work  was  handled  for  the  Library  by  David  Spevack, 
patent  attorney  with  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice. 

A  leaflet  describing  the  details  of  deacidification 
with  methylmagnesium  carbonate  is  in  preparation  by 
the  Library’s  Preservation  Office  for  free  distribution. 


pally  to  the  fact  that  water  can  be  very  damaging  to 
some  types  of  paper  and  to  certain  inks  used  for  color 
work  or  for  writing. 

Although  several  non-aqueous  or  solvent-based 
methods  have  also  been  developed  in  recent  years, 
each  has  been  subject  to  some  problems,  ranging  from 
the  toxic  nature  of  the  materials  involved  to  the  ten¬ 
dency  of  some  solutions  to  precipitate  in  the  presence 
of  moisture  and  leave  a  deposit  on  the  paper. 

Methylmagnesium  carbonate  eliminates  nearly  all 
of  the  objections  encountered  with  other  solvent- 


MAGNOLIA  SETS  EARLY  RECORD 

The  magnolia  Soulangiana  on  the  east  lawn  of  the 
Main  Building  continues  to  set  a  record  for  early 
blooming.  Some  blossoms  of  this  white  Chinese 
saucer  magnolia  were  open  on  February  29,  and 
white  was  showing  prominently.  By  March  1 ,  it  was 
in  full  bloom  to  the  delight  of  the  staff  of  both  build¬ 
ings.  Not  only  have  the  early  blooms  escaped  damage 
from  the  cold,  but  it  is  also  evident  that  this  year  it 
will  retain  its  white  and  not  tax  its  admirers  to  find 
beauty  in  its  frequent  cafe-au-lait  state.  A  check  of 
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the  records  indicates  that  this  is  the  first  undamaged 
February  blooming.  Spring  has  now  come  officially 
to  the  Library. 

INDIANA  BICENTENNIAL  GROUPS 
PRESENT  BRAILLE  DOCUMENTS 

In  ceremonies  in  the  Whittall  Pavilion  on  Monday, 
March  1,  three  Indiana  groups— the  Indiana  American 
Revolution  Bicentennial  Commission,  the  LaPorte 
County  Bicentennial  Commission,  and  the  Indiana 
State  Prison  Bicentennial  Community  (ISPBC)— pre¬ 
sented  several  specially  bound  braille  transcriptions  of 
historic  American  documents  and  publications  to  the 
Library  of  Congress.  The  presentation  took  place  dur¬ 
ing  the  45th  anniversary  week  of  the  Library’s 
national  program  for  the  blind  and  physically  handi¬ 
capped. 


Mr.  Duckworth,  Mrs.  Kegan,  Mr.  Warner 

Elizabeth  Hamer  Kegan,  Assistant  Librarian  of  Con¬ 
gress,  who  supervises  the  Library’s  Bicentennial  pro¬ 
gram,  accepted  the  braille  transcriptions.  Also 
participating  in  the  ceremony  were  John  W.  Warner, 
administrator  of  the  American  Revolution  Bicen¬ 
tennial  Administration  (ARBA),  Jack  Duckworth, 
assistant  warden  at  Indiana  State  Prison,  where  the 
transcriptions  were  prepared,  Charlotte  Bass,  director 
of  the  LaPorte  County  Bicentennial  Commission, 
who  conceived  the  idea  of  the  presentation  in  1974 
while  covering  one  of  the  Library’s  Bicentennial 
symposia  for  the  Fairfax  (Va.)  Globe,  and  Michele  A. 
White,  executive  director  of  the  Indiana  American 
Revolution  Bicentennial  Commission.  Mary  Jack 
Win  tie,  assistant  chief,  represented  the  Division  for 


the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped. 

The  braille  transcriptions  were  prepared  by  Othello 
Dixon,  a  prisoner  who  began  studying  braille  several 
years  ago,  utilizing  the  Library’s  instruction  manual, 
and  who  now  teaches  braille  to  other  prisoners.  Mr. 
Dixon  also  designed  the  ISPBC  logo  which  decorated 
the  lectern  during  the  presentation. 

The  documents,  prepared  on  braille  paper  provided 
by  donations  from  the  citizens  of  Fish  Lake,  Ind., 
included  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  Con¬ 
stitution,  excerpts  from  Common  Sense,  Poor 
Richard’s  Almanack,  and  the  Act  of  Congress  creating 
ARBA.  The  Indiana  delegation  also  presented  a  birth¬ 
day  certificate  on  parchment  to  the  Library’s  Division 
for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped,  a  gift  from 
the  prisoners  participating  in  the  Bicentennial  activi¬ 
ties. 


LIBRARY  TO  OFFER  WORLD  PREMIERE 
OF  OPERA  AFTER  200  YEARS  DELAY 

Andrew  Barton’s  The  Disappointment,  or  The 
Force  of  Credulity,  published  in  1767  but  suppressed, 
it  is  said,  because  of  the  dangerously  caustic  political 
satire  it  contained,  will  receive  its  world  premiere 
performances  on  October  29-30  at  the  Library  of 
Congress.  The  ballad  comic  opera,  which  is  compara¬ 
ble  in  its  impact  to  The  Beggars’  Opera  and  the  oper¬ 
ettas  of  Gilbert  and  Sullivan,  included  the  first 
publication  of  the  lyrics  of  “Yankee  Doodle,”  and 
the  first  role  in  the  history  of  American  drama  speci¬ 
fically  recreating  a  black  character.  The  production 
will  be  directed  by  the  distinguished  stage  director, 
Edward  Berkeley,  and  will  be  performed  by  instru¬ 
mentalists  and  singers  from  the  University  of  Roches¬ 
ter’s  Eastman  School  of  Music. 

Reconstruction  of  the  opera,  including  the  identi¬ 
fication  of  all  22  ballads  whose  lyrics  are  contained  in 
the  libretto,  was  accomplished  by  Jerald  Graue,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Eastman  School’s  musicology  department. 
The  ballads  were  arranged  for  a  13-piece  instrumental 
ensemble  by  Samuel  Adler,  chairman  of  the  Eastman 
composition  department,  who  has  also  composed  an 
overture  and  three  interludes  in  the  style  of  the 
period. 

In  April,  The  Disappointment  will  be  published  in  a 
two-volume  edition  prepared  and  edited  by  Mr.  Graue 
and  including  Mr.  Adler’s  original  materials  in  the 
Recent  Researches  in  American  Music  series.  The 
series,  from  A.  R.  Editions  of  Madison,  Wis.,  is  under 
the  general  editorship  of  Wiley  Hitchcock,  distin- 
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guished  American  musicologist  and  director  of  the 
Institute  for  Studies  in  American  Music  at  Brooklyn 
College.  Mr.  Hitchcock  and  Edward  N.  Waters,  chief 
of  the  Library’s  Music  Division,  have  been  consultants 
on  the  project  since  its  inception.  The  two  volumes 
will  contain  a  complete  annotated  interlarded  libretto 
and  score,  and  an  interlarded  libretto  with  piano- 
vocal  score. 

Music  director  for  the  production  will  be  Robert 
Spillman,  a  member  of  the  Eastman  artist  faculty 
who  will  conduct  from  the  harpsicord.  After  two 
performances  in  the  Coolidge  Auditorium  of  the 
Library,  the  company  will  embark  on  an  east  coast 
tour.  The  production  is  being  recorded  by  Vox 
Records. 

Several  of  the  principal  roles  will  be  sung  by  guest 
artists.  Members  of  the  cast  and  tour  schedule  will  be 
announced  at  a  later  date. 


BICENTENNIAL  TASK  FORCE  MEETS 

The  Federal  Agency  Bicentennial  Task  Force  met 
in  the  Roosevelt  Room  of  the  White  House  on  Tues¬ 
day.  March  2,  and  heard  reports  from  Richard  R. 
Hite,  chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  on  D.C.  Bicen¬ 
tennial  Coordination,  who  spoke  on  the  topics  of 
logistics  and  parking  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  the 
Honorable  William  I.  Greener,  Jr.,  Assistant  Secretary 
of  Defense  for  Public  Affairs,  who  spoke  on  the 
Bicentennial  activities  of  his  department;  James  E. 
O’Neill,  Deputy  Archivist  of  the  United  States,  on  the 
National  Archives  and  Records  Service’s  program  in 
general  and  that  of  the  Archives  in  particular;  Robert 
Kingston,  deputy  chairman  of  the  National  Endow¬ 
ment  for  the  Humanities,  on  the  bicentennial  activities 
of  the  Endowment;  and  the  Honorable  John  0. 
Marsh,  Jr.,  Counsellor  to  the  President,  who  opened 
and  closed  the  meeting. 

The  Assistant  Librarian,  Elizabeth  Hamer  Kegan, 
who  represents  the  Library  of  Congress  on  the  Task 
Force,  announced  the  fifth  of  the  series  of  Library’s 
Bicentennial  symposia  to  be  held  on  May  6-7.  Its 
topic  will  be  The  American  Revolution:  A  Continuing 
Commitment. 

The  new  deputy  administrator  of  the  American 
Revolution  Bicentennial  Administration,  Jean  McKee, 
was  introduced  to  the  group.  She  had  been  sworn  in 
just  a  few  minutes  before  the  Task  Force  meeting.  A 
graduate  of  Vassar  College,  Miss  McKee  worked  for 
the  United  Republican  Finance  Committee  in  New 
York  City  in  1952  and  for  the  New  York  Republican 


State  Committee  from  1953  to  1955,  when  she 
joined  the  public  information  department  of  the  Cru¬ 
sade  for  Freedom  in  New  York.  She  was  a  researcher 
for  Strieker  and  Henning  Research  Associates,  Inc.,  of 
New  York  from  1957  to  1959.  After  working  on  the 
Presidential  campaign  of  1960,  she  joined  Consensus, 
Inc.,  of  New  York  as  partner  and  treasurer  of  the 
firm,  serving  until  1966.  Miss  McKee  was  on  the  staff 
of  Sen.  Jacob  Javits  from  March  1967  until  Septem¬ 
ber  1975. 


FORMER  LC  CONSULTANT  WINS  AWARD 

Elizabeth  Bishop,  Consultant  in  Poetry  to  the 
Library  of  Congress  in  1949-50,  has  been  awarded  the 
fourth  Books  Abroad/Neustadt  International  Prize 
for  Literature  by  a  jury  of  12  of  her  peers.  The  poet 
and  short  story  author  is  both  the  first  American  and 
the  first  woman  to  win  the  honor,  which  includes  a 
cash  award  of  $10,000  and  which  is  awarded  solely 
on  the  basis  of  literary  excellence.  The  jury  is  made 
up  of  writers  who  examine  and  discuss  the  work  of 
selected  colleagues  before  picking  a  winner.  Miss 
Bishop  was  the  first  candidate  in  the  history  of  the 
prize  to  be  sponsored  by  two  jury  members. 

The  65-year-old  native  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  has  pre¬ 
viously  won  a  Pulitzer  Prize,  a  National  Book  Award, 
and  the  Houghton  Mifflin  Poetry  award. 

The  prize  is  co-sponsored  by  Books  Abroad,  the 
University  of  Oklahoma’s  international  literary  quar¬ 
terly,  and  the  Walter  Neustadt  family  of  Norman, 
Okla. 


DEATH  OF  ALFRED  KELLY  REPORTED 
Member  of  Holmes  Devise  Committee 

Alfred  H.  Kelly,  a  Wayne  State  University  faculty 
member  since  1935  and  a  noted  authority  on  U.S. 
history  and  the  Constitution,  died  Saturday,  Febru¬ 
ary  14.  The  university’s  acting  dean  of  graduate 
studies  since  last  June,  Mr.  Kelly  had  been  chairman 
of  its  history  department  between  1952  and  1974.  He 
was  currently  vice  chairman  of  the  Detroit  Bicenten¬ 
nial  Commission  and  the  chairman  of  the  university’s 
Bicentennial  Commission. 

In  addition  to  being  a  member  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  for  the  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  Devise  of 
the  Library  of  Congress  (of  which  the  Librarian  is 
chairman  ex  officio),  Mr.  Kelly  had  also  participated 
in  the  series  of  symposia  conducted  as  part  of  the 
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Library’s  Bicentennial  program.  In  May  1974,  he 
delivered  a  paper  on  “Leadership  in  American  His- 
ory”  at  the  Library.  His  and  other  papers  presented 
at  the  symposium  were  published  late  that  year  under 
the  title  Leadership  in  the  American  Revolution. 

A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  where  he 
earned  bachelor’s,  master’s,  and  doctoral  degrees,  Mr. 
Kelly  was  the  author  (with  W.  A.  Harbison)  of  The 
American  Constitution:  Its  Origins  and  Development, 
Foundations  of  Freedom,  and  American  Foreign 
Policy  and  American  Democracy. 

Memorial  services  for  Mr.  Kelly  were  held  on 
Wednesday,  February  18,  at  the  university’s  Com¬ 
munity  Arts  Auditorium.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Emily,  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  Marie  Breneau  and 
Virginia  J.,  and  a  son,  Alfred  H.,  Jr.

POETS  ROBERT  BLY,  SAMUEL  HAZO 
TO  READ  AT  LC  ON  MARCH  22 

Robert  Bly  and  Samuel  Hazo  will  read  and  discuss 
their  poems  in  a  program  on  Monday,  March  22,  with 
Consultant  in  Poetry  Stanley  Kunitz  as  moderator. 
The  program,  sponsored  by  the  Gertrude  Clarke 
Whittall  Poetry  and  Literature  Fund,  will  begin  at 
8:00  p.m.  in  the  Coolidge  Auditorium.  No  tickets  are 
required. 

Robert  Bly  was  born  in  Madison,  Minn.,  in  1926. 
He  received  a  bachelor’s  degree  with  high  honors 
from  Harvard  University  in  1950  and  a  master’s 
degree  from  the  University  of  Iowa  in  1956.  After 
spending  some  time  in  New  York,  he  moved  to  a  farm 
in  Minnesota,  where,  in  1958,  he  founded  a  magazine 
entitled  The  Fifties— subsequently  renamed  The 
Sixties  and  now  known  as  The  Seventies— which  has 
published  many  European  and  South  American  poets 
for  the  first  time  in  the  United  States,  among  them 
Pablo  Neruda,  Juan  Ramon  Jimenez,  Georg  Trakl, 
Gunnar  Ekelof,  Tomas  Transtromer,  Cesar  Vallejo, 
and  Knut  Hamsun. 

Mr.  Bly’s  books  of  poetry  include  Silence  in  the 
Snowy  Fields  (1962),  The  Light  Around  the  Body 
(1967),  which  won  the  National  Book  Award,  Jump¬ 
ing  Out  of  Bed  (1972),  Sleepers  Joining  Hands 


(1973),  The  Morning  Glory:  Prose  Poems  (1975),  ana 
Old  Man  Rubbing  His  Eyes  (1975).  Collections  of  his 
translations  include  Neruda  and  Vallejo  (1971),  Lorca 
and  Jimenez  (1973),  Tomas  Transtrdmer’s  Elegy:

Samuel  Hazo  was  bom  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  in  1928. 
He  received  a  bachelor’s  degree  in  1948  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Notre  Dame,  a  master’s  degree  in  1955 
from  Duquesne  University,  and  a  Ph.D.  degree  in 
1957  from  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  He  served  in 
the  Marine  Corps  from  1950  to  1953.  Since  1955,  he 
has  been  on  the  faculty  of  Duquesne  University,  and, 
since  1966,  director  of  the  International  Poetry 
Forum  in  Pittsburgh. 

Mr.  Hazo’s  books  of  poetry  are  Discovery,  and 
Other  Poems  (1959),  The  Quiet  Wars  (1962),  Listen 
With  the  Eye  (1964),  My  Sons  in  God  (1965),  Blood 
Rights  (1968),  Once  for  the  Last  Bandit  (1972), 
Quartered  (1974),  and  Inscripts  (1975).

EXHIBIT  SPOTLIGHTS  CONTEMPORARY 
PRINTMAKING  TECHNIQUES 

For  its  current  exhibition,  “New  Dimensions  in 
Printmaking,”  the  Library  has  selected  from  its  col¬ 
lections  the  works  of  25  internationally  known 
artists.  The  100  prints  on  display  demonstrate  innova¬ 
tive  intaglio  techniques  developed  by  artists  Gabor 
Peterdi,  Stanley  William  Hay  ter,  Mauricio  Lasansky, 
Boris  Margo,  Paolo  Boni,  Rolf  Nesch,  and  others, 
through  their  manipulation  of  metal  and  plastic 
plates. 

The  new  dimensions  of  these  contemporary  prints 
have  been  created  by  the  artists’  application  of  a 
variety  of  new  intaglio  techniques.  There  are  three 
basic  approaches  used  in  creating  the  prints  shown: 
they  are  intaglio  by  subtraction,  intaglio  by  addition, 
and  cellocut,  a  fluid  plastic  combination  of  the  other 
two  techniques.  Another  aspect  of  the  prints  in  the 
exhibition  is  the  mixture  of  traditional  forms  of 
intaglio— engraving,  drypoint,  etching,  and  aquatint— 
with  non-intaglio  techniques  such  as  stenciling  or 
linoleum  cut.  Images  in  relief  have  been  achieved  by 
subtraction  with  deep  bite  etching  or  by  the  addition 
of  elements  to  the  plate  or  by  the  combination  of 
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these  methods.  Through  the  use  of  these  techniques, 
the  plate  becomes  a  three-dimensional  work  of  art 
and  the  print  records  the  sculptural  effect. 

The  selection  of  prints  from  the  Library’s  collec¬ 
tion  which  make  up  the  exhibit  “New  Dimensions  in 
Printmaking”  integrates  the  artist’s  concern  for  shape 
with  the  intaglio  printmaker’s  traditional  interest  in 
line  and  color.  When  movable  elements  are  added  to 
the  plate,  the  dimension  of  space  almost  becomes  a 
factor  of  the  design.  As  an  international  phenome¬ 
non,  these  printmakers  who  work  in  an  abstract  style 
parallel  other  contemporary  artists’  experimentation 
with  texture,  new  materials,  and  new  techniques. 

The  exhibit  is  on  view  in  the  ground  floor  corridors 
of  the  Main  Building  from  8:30  a.m.  to  9:30  p.m. 
Monday  through  Friday,  and  8:30  a.m.  to  6  p.m. 
Saturday,  Sunday,  and  holidays,  through  April  14.

and  educational  to  the  women  who  have  participated, 
was  established  by  the  Library’s  Health  Services 
Office  with  the  support  of  the  Federal  Women’s  Pro¬ 
gram.  Staff  members  who  wish  to  make  appointments 
for  tests  or  to  discuss  the  program  should  visit  one  of 
the  health  rooms  or  call  the  Health  Services  Office  on 
ext.  5616  for  an  appointment. 

In  the  past  year,  286  or  approximately  10  percent 
of  the  women  on  the  Library  staff  took  advantage  of 
the  examinations  offered  in  the  cancer  screening  pro¬ 
gram.  Of  these,  30  were  referred  to  their  personal 
physicians  or  other  medical  facilities  for  further  con¬ 
sultation.  The  Health  Services  Office  hopes  that  the 
program  will  continue  to  reach  the  women  of  the 
Library,  especially  those  who  do  not  have  personal 
physicians  or  who  find  it  difficult  to  schedule  outside 
medical  examinations.

RETIREMENT 

On  February  28,  Legare  H.  B.  Obear,  chief  of  the 
Loan  Division,  brought  a  long  and  dedicated  career  of 
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over  45  years  of  Federal  service  to  a  close.  His  library 
career  alone  spanned  four  decades,  to  which  he  added 
several  years  of  military  service  during  World  War  II. 

Following  graduation  from  Eastern  High  School  in 
1930,  Mr.  Obear  joined  the  Library  staff  as  a  messen¬ 
ger  in  the  Reading  Room.  During  the  years  before 
World  War  II,  he  advanced  in  the  Reading  Room  ser¬ 
vice  and  at  the  same  time  pursued  his  formal  training 
at  George  Washington  University,  earning  the  A.B. 
degree  in  1938  and  the  LL.B.  degree  in  1941. 

During  1941  and  1942,  Mr.  Obear  served  as  assis¬ 
tant  to  Verner  Clapp,  who  was  then  the  administra¬ 
tive  assistant  to  Librarian  of  Congress  Archibald 
MacLeish.  In  this  post,  he  made  himself  valuable  to 
the  Library  administration  in  a  combina  on  of 
administrative  and  public  relations  responsibilities. 
One  such  assignment  was  serving  in  the  Library’s 
Office  of  Information  before  leaving  the  Library  dur¬ 
ing  World  War  II. 

Mr.  Obear  served  with  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States  from  1942  until  1946.  Inducted  ?s  a 
private,  he  ended  his  active  service  after  having  risen 
to  Captain  in  the  Adjutant  General’s  Department  of 
the  Army.  His  military  records  attest  to  the  distinc¬ 
tion  of  his  service  in  several  important  military  assign¬ 
ments.  Mr.  Obear  was  promoted  to  Major  in  the  U.S. 
Army  Reserve  in  1954. 

On  his  return  to  the  Library  in  1946,  he  filled  a 
number  of  jobs  with  unusual  skill  and  success.  He 
served  as  administrative  assistant  in  the  Acquisitions 
Department  from  1 946  to  1 947,  assistant  chief  of  the 
Surplus  Books  for  Veterans  Project  from  1947  to 
1948,  head  of  the  Cooperative  Acquisitions  Project 
from  1948  to  1949,  and  administrative  officer  of  the 
Reference  Department  from  1949  to  1950.  He 
received  a  superior  accomplishment  award  for  his 
work  in  the  acquisition  assignments  in  1949. 

On  October  9,  1950,  Mr.  Obear  was  detailed  to  the 
Loan  Division  as  acting  chief,  and  was  appointed 
chief  of  the  division  on  December  28,  1950.  In  the 
early  1950’s,  he  was  released  from  his  division  duties 
by  the  Library  for  temporary  short  tours  of  duty  to 
serve  as  attorney  advisor  for  the  Loyalty  Board  and 
for  other  duty  with  the  Casualty  Branch  of  the  Adju¬ 
tant  General’s  office. 

For  a  quarter  of  a  century,  Mr.  Obear  has  directed 
the  loan  services  of  the  Library  of  Congress  with 
Undivided  dedication  and  attention,  always  striving 
for  quality  service  to  the  Congress  and  to  the  Li¬ 
brary’s  other  patrons.  His  contributions  to  the  local 
and  national  library  communities  have  been  recorded 
through  his  continuing  active  membership  in  and

interlibrary  loan  committee  work  for  the  American 
library  Association,  through  active  participation  in 
the  Special  Libraries  Association  in  the  1950’s,  and 
through  his  service  as  president  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  Library  Association  from  1954  to  1955. 

Unlike  the  old  soldiers  who  have  faded  away, 
Legare  Obear  will  bring  to  his  retirement  the  same 
qualities  of  suavity,  dignity,  and  dedication  that 
marked  his  Library  career.  His  helpfulness  and  gra¬ 
cious  sense  of  humor  will  be  missed.

NEWS  IN  THE  LIBRARY  WORLD 

MIT  Seminar  on  Computer  Network  Research 

Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  sponsored 
an  invitational  seminar  on  January  22-23  in  Cam¬ 
bridge  on  the  theme  of  research  programs  in  com¬ 
puter  networks.  The  meeting  focused  on  current 
work  supported  by  the  National  Science  Founda¬ 
tion’s  Division  of  Science  Information.  The  morning 
sessions  consisted  of  technical  presentations.  After¬ 
noon  sessions  were  reserved  for  group  discussion  by 
the  21  attendees.  The  academic  community,  govern¬ 
ment,  and  industry  were  represented. 

Introductory  remarks  were  made  by  J.  Francis 
Reintjes  of  MIT’s  Electronic  Systems  Laboratory  and 
by  Edward  C.  Weiss  of  NSF.  Mr.  Weiss  described  the 
scope  of  current  NSF  programs  in  computer  science 
and  information  science,  and  stated  his  view  that 
information  science  was  now  becoming  more  a  coher¬ 
ent  discipline  than  the  loosely  knit  field  it  had  once 
been.  He  suggested  that  those  present  consider 
whether  sufficient  research  was  being  performed  in 
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information  science  to  support  its  further  growth  as  a 
science,  or  whether  the  recent  tendency  to  emphasize 
applied  development  work,  including  that  of  informa¬ 
tion  marketing,  should  be  continued.  Most  partici¬ 
pants  held  the  view  that  a  return  to  more  basic 
investigations  in  information  science  was  desirable  at 
this  time.  The  general  shortage  of  research  funds  was 
cited  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  NSF  in  particular 
was  one  of  the  very  few  sources  for  research  support 
in  information  science. 

Mr.  Reintjes  spoke  next  on  “Basic  Issues  in  Net¬ 
working  Bibliographic  Data  Bases”  and  related  the 
experience  of  the  MIT  library  as  a  user  node  of  the 
Northeast  Academic  Science  Information  Center 
(NASIC).  NASIC,  an  NSF-funded  project  of  the  New 
England  Board  of  Higher  Education,  is  developing 
and  testing  the  concept  of  an  information  brokerage 
serving  the  academic  community.  NASIC  supplied 
MIT  with  the  data  bases  of  Lockheed  and  Systems 
Development  Corporations,  and  MIT  obtained  the 
MEDLINE  data  base  from  NLM.  An  MIT  reference 
librarian  acted  as  intermediary  to  operate  the  library 
terminal.  Mr.  Reintjes  reported  that  while  the  data 
bases  available  were  relevant  to  all  Institute  depart¬ 
ments,  the  average  usage  was  only  2.6  search  sessions 
per  day.  He  asserted  that  the  fees  were  a  major  inhibi¬ 
tor  to  usage.' Noting  that  library  costs  were  among  the 
fastest  growing  items  in  MIT’s  budget,  he  saw  little 
prospect  for  absorption  of  such  fees  by  academic  li¬ 
braries.  He  defined  user  satisfaction  in  the  academic 
environment  as  a  correlate  of  low  costs  and  access  to 
many  data  bases.  The  issues  of  costs  and  the  eco¬ 
nomics  of  machine-based  information  services  were 
recurring  themes  during  the  group  discussions  of  the 
seminar.  In  response  to  heavy  criticism  of  commercial 
pricing  levels,  Roger  K.  Summit  of  Lockheed 
Research  Laboratory  provided  an  able  defense  of  the 
data  base  networking  industry. 

The  issues  of  access  to  a  multiplicity  of  data  bases 
were  addressed  by  Richard  S.  Marcus  of  MIT  who 
described  the  Electronic  Systems  Laboratory’s 
CONIT  (Connector  for  Networked  Information 
Transfer).  This  is  an  experimental  interfacing  system 
under  development  that  permits  a  user  of  multiple 
information  systems  to  access  these  through  a  single 
terminal  using  a  single  command  language,  even 
though  these  systems  may  normally  require  differing 
terminal  hardware,  communications  protocols,  and 
system  languages.  One  of  the  ground  rules  of  the 
project  is  that  no  modifications  are  permitted  to  the 
host  computer  system.  Seminar  participants  were 
offered  terminal  time  for  hands-on  testing  of  CONIT. 


The  system  proved  effective  and  easy  to  use,  even  in 
its  early  prototype  version.  Mr.  Marcus  estimated  that 
a  simple  interface  of  this  kind  might  increase 
computer  costs  of  access  by  about  20  percent  but 
that  this  would  be  offset  by  simplified  procedures 
required  of  end  users  and  by  the  elimination  of  inter¬ 
mediaries  trained  on  the  specifics  of  diverse  systems. 
For  sophisticated  interfaces  to  complex  systems,  he 
suggested  that  both  costs  and  benefits  would  be 
higher.  In  the  near  future,  however,  it  appears  highly 
probable  that  such  overhead  can  be  reduced  to  small 
proportions  by  the  performance  of  most  CONIT-like 
functions  at  the  user  terminal  by  means  of  an  inboard 
microprocessor. 

During  the  second  day,  the  planning  for  a  national 
academic  network  was  discussed  by  James  C.  Emery 
and  Ronald  Segal  of  the  Interuniversity  Communica¬ 
tions  Council,  Inc.  (EDUCOM).  It  was  stated  that  a 
network  of  this  kind  depends  upon  a  free  market 
mechanism  for  the  provision  of  services  at  reasonable 
costs,  and  that  a  national  network  can  improve  the 
incentives  for  both  buyers  and  sellers  to  reach  agree¬ 
ment  and  initiate  trade.  Sixteen  institutions,  includ¬ 
ing  14  universities,  are  participating  in  the  project  and 
an  intensive  effort  is  being  made  to  project  the 
activity  of  the  future  system  by  a  model  operating  on 
the  factors  of  supplies,  demands,  histories,  and 
policies  of  the  institutions  involved. 

Peter  Alsberg  of  the  University  of  Illinois  presented 
a  talk  on  “Technical  Issues  Facing  Network  De¬ 
signers,”  which  included  issues  of  computer-to- 
computer  communication  protocols  and  alternatives 
of  file  transfer  vs.  file  access.  Mr.  Alsberg  reviewed  his 
ARPANET  experiences  and  synthesized  several  key 
lessons  for  designers  of  new  networks. 

Two  individual  impressions  resulting  from  the  semi¬ 
nar  were  that  NSF  is  taking  a  responsible  and  futures- 
oriented  view  in  its  encouragement  of  the  science  of 
information  science,  and  that  MIT  is  continuing  its 
pioneering  INTREX  tradition  of  applying  high  caliber 
engineering  talent  to,  and  finding  innovative  engineer¬ 
ing  solutions  for,  information  handling  problems  of 
the  library.  The  quality  of  the  seminar  was  such  that 
only  a  few  minor  complaints  were  heard:  from  south¬ 
ern  delegates  about  Cambridge’s  snow  and  eight- 
degree  climate.  [William  R.  Nugent]

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LIBRARIAN’S  TASK  FORCE  ON  GOALS,  ORGANIZATION,  AND  PLANNING 
A  Report  Covering  the  Period  February  12-March  3,  1976

The  Task  Force  meeting  on  February  12  dealt  pri¬ 
marily  with  procedural  matters  concerning  publicity 
for  the  Task  Force  effort  and  plans  for  the  user  sur¬ 
vey.  Mr.  Cole  explained  that  the  work  of  the  Task 
Force  and  its  advisory  groups  would  be  supported  by 
background  documents  issued  by  the  Task  Force 
office  and  by  the  various  studies  of  Library  opera¬ 
tions  that  have  taken  place  during  the  past  decade. 
The  departments  have  been  asked  to  forward  all 
studies  relevant  to  the  Task  Force’s  review. 

Librarian  of  Congress  Daniel  J.  Boorstin  introduced 
Task  Force  members  and  discussed  the  Task  Force’s 
review  at  two  meetings  held  for  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress  staff  in  the  Coolidge  Auditorium  on  February 
17  and  19.  In  his  presentation,  the  Librarian  empha¬ 
sized  the  need  for  suggestions  from  everyone  and 
encouraged  staff  members  to  send  their  ideas  about 
improving  the  Library  directly  to  the  Task  Force.  In 
his  remarks,  the  Task  Force  chairman  announced  that 
an  “open  house”  would  be  held  daily  from  3:30  to 


4:30  p.m.  in  the  Task  Force  office  at  which  any  staff 
member  could  present  his  suggestions  in  person. 

Most  of  the  Task  Force  meeting  on  February  20 
was  devoted  to  a  discussion  of  the  reassignment  of 
Library  personnel  being  announced  on  that  day  (see 
the  February  27  issue  of  the  LC  Information  Bulletin, 
p.  123)  and  the  relation  of  these  changes  to  the  work 
of  the  Task  Force.  Dr.  Boorstin  explained  that  he  and 
the  Deputy  Librarian  felt  that  these  particular  reas¬ 
signments  were  urgently  needed  to  strengthen  the 
Library  and  improve  its  services;  that  they  should  be 
viewed  as  personnel  changes  that  in  no  way  fore¬ 
closed  or  anticipated  any  recommendations  the  Task 
Force  might  make  regarding  the  functions  or  organi¬ 
zation  of  the  Library;  and  that  the  changes  indicated 
the  flexibility,  openness,  and  willingness  to  experi¬ 
ment  that  would  characterize  efforts  to  make  the 
Library  of  Congress  a  more  effective  and  responsive 
institution. 

On  February  25,  the  Task  Force  chairman  met  with 
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the  officers  and  division  chiefs  of  the  Congressional 
Research  Service  to  discuss  the  Task  Force  and  its 
review.  Most  of  the  discussion  centered  on  relation¬ 
ships  between  CRS  and  the  other  departments  of  the 
Library. 

At  the  Task  Force  meeting  on  February  26,  Mr. 
Cole  announced  that  Lawrence  S.  Robinson  would 
replace  Glen  A.  Zimmerman  as  chairman  of  the  Task 
Force’s  subcommittee  on  personnel  and  staff  develop¬ 
ment.  For  the  present,  the  Task  Force  chairman, 
rather  than  Alan  Fern,  will  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
subcommittee  on  the  cultural  role  of  the  Library. 

The  chairman  reported  that  several  dozen  sugges¬ 
tions  had  been  received  from  the  Library’s  staff  and 
that  the  pace  was  quickening.  The  suggestions  cover  a 
wide  variety  of  topics,  ranging  from  ideas  about  flexi¬ 
time  and  part-time  employment  to  suggestions  about 
weeding  the  collections  and  improving  the  quality  of 
reference  service  at  all  levels. 

On  February  26,  several  Task  Force  members  met 
with  the  Reference  Round  Table  to  discuss  ways  in 
which  the  round  table  could  aid  the  Task  Force.  The 
Task  Force  agreed  to  consider  the  round  table’s 


earlier  reports  as  recommendations;  new  subcom¬ 
mittees  were  formed  to  assist  the  Task  Force  in 
studying  problems  relating  to  bibliographic  access, 
area  studies,  the  cultural  role  of  the  Library,  docu¬ 
ments,  automation  and  reference  services,  and  inter¬ 
nal  reference  services  to  staff. 

On  February  27,  the  Task  Force  subcommittee  on 
collection  development  held  the  first  in  a  series  of 
briefings  about  the  Library’s  acquisitions  and  collec¬ 
tion  development  activities.  The  second  was  held  on 
March  2,  as  was  a  discussion  on  the  subject  of  area 
studies.  Such  sessions,  held  in  the  Task  Force  office, 
involve  staff  members  from  throughout  the  Library 
and  are  open  to  all  interested  staff  members.  Meetings 
will  be  held  on  a  variety  of  topics  that  are  under  Task 
Force  consideration.  Information  about  scheduled 
briefings  and  discussions  is  available  from  the  Task 
Force  office,  ext.  6234. 

On  March  3,  the  Task  Force  chairman  made  presen¬ 
tations  about  the  Task  Force  and  its  work  to  the 
officers  and  division  chiefs  of  the  Copyright  Office 
and  to  the  officers,  division  chiefs,  and  assistant 
chiefs  of  the  Processing  Department. 
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SUMMARY  OF  TESTIMONY  OF  THE  REGISTER  OF  COPYRIGHTS 
ON  THE  BILL  FOR  THE  GENERAL  REVISION  OF  THE  COPYRIGHT  LAW 


Register  of  Copyrights  Barbara  Ringer  was  the  sole 
witness  at  further  hearings  on  H.R,  2223,  the  bill  for 
the  general  revision  of  the  copyright  law,  before  the 
House  Judiciary  Committee’s  Subcommittee  on 
Courts,  Civil  Liberties,  and  the  Administration  of  Jus¬ 
tice  on  last  October  9  and  30  and  November  6  and 
20. 

On  October  9,  the  Register  prefaced  her  remarks  by 
noting  that  the  full  Senate  Judiciary  Committee 
reported  out  S.  22,  the  Senate’s  bill  for  general  revi¬ 
sion,  on  October  7.  [Editor’s  note:  A  story  on  the 
Senate’s  passage  of  the  copyright  revision  bill 
appeared  on  pp.  139-140  of  last  week’s  LC  Infor¬ 
mation  Bulletin .]  Miss  Ringer  went  on  to  comment 
on  two  sections  in  H.R.  2223:  Section  107,  Limita¬ 
tions  on  Exclusive  Rights:  Fair  Use,  and  Section  108, 
Limitations  on  Exclusive  Rights:  Reproduction  by 
Libraries  and  Archives. 

Section  107  deals  with  reproduction  of  copyrighted 
material  for  purposes  of  criticism,  comment,  news 
reporting,  teaching,  scholarship,  or  research,  and  108 
covers  reproduction  for  libraries  and  archives.  The 
Register  observed  that  the  “Copyright  Office  adheres 
to  its  position  favoring  the  present  language  of  sec¬ 
tion  107,  coupled  with  a  clear  legislative  interpreta¬ 
tion  in  the  Committee  reports.  The  proposed 
language  for  an  express  educational  exemption  is 
much  too  broad,  but  in  any  event  we  seriously  doubt 
whether  satisfactory  language  for  this  purpose  could 
ever  be  achieved.” 

The  Register  recommended  that  previous  commen¬ 
tary  be  carefully  reviewed  and  “where  necessary, 
revised  to  take  account  of  some  of  the  criticisms 
leveled  at  particular  statements  or  omissions.  ...” 

On  the  argument,  particularly  of  some  educators, 
that,  regarding  photocopying,  they  enjoy  under  the 
present  law  a  not-for-profit  limitation  co-extensive 
with  that  applicable  to  certain  performances,  and  that 
this  right  was  somehow  being  taken  from  them,  the 
Register  said,  “the  only  explicit  not-for-profit  limita¬ 
tions  on  the  copyright  owner’s  exclusive  rights  under 
the  present  law  are  with  respect  to  public  perfor¬ 
mances  of  nondramatic  literary  and  musical  works. 
On  the  other  hand,  although  the  commercial  or  non¬ 
profit  character  of  a  use  is  not  necessarily  conclusive 
with  respect  to  fair  use,  in  combination  with  other 


factors  it  can  and  should  weigh  heavily  in  fair  use 
decisions.  It  would  certainly  be  appropriate  to  em¬ 
phasize  this  point  in  the  legislative  commentary  deal¬ 
ing  with  fair  use  and  education  photocopying.” 

On  the  subject  of  reproduction  by  libraries  and 
archives,  as  treated  in  Section  108,  Miss  Ringer 
observed  that  “. . .  The  legislative  report  should  be 
revised  to  make  the  Congressional  intent  clearer  and 
to  quiet  unnecessary  fears.  . .  .” 

Miss  Ringer  recommended  that  the  forthcoming 
Committee  report  be  revised  to  clarify  the  relation¬ 
ship  between  Sections  107  and  108  so  that  Congres¬ 
sional  intent  could  be  made  clearer. 

On  Section  108’s  stipulation  that  library  photo¬ 
copying  without  copyright  infringement  be  per¬ 
mitted,  provided,  among  other  things,  that  “the 
reproduction  or  distribution  is  made  without  any  pur¬ 
pose  of  direct  or  indirect  commercial  advantage,”  the 
Register  commented,  “As  the  section  is  now  written, 
it  makes  no  difference  whether  the  library  or  archive 
is  part  of  a  profit-making  organization.  .  .  .  The  legis¬ 
lative  history  of  this  provision  is  sparse.  .  . .  The  point 
should  certainly  be  clarified.” 

On  October  30,  the  Register  dealt  with  Sections 
110  and  111  of  H.R.  2223.  Regarding  the  former. 
Limitations  on  Exclusive  Rights:  Exemption  of  Cer¬ 
tain  Performances  and  Displays,  she  mentioned  the 
case  of  Twentieth  Century  Music  Corporation  v. 
Aiken  and  indicated  that  different  interpretations  of 
the  impact  of  the  revision  bill  on  an  Aiken  case  fact 
situation  have  arisen,  and  the  point  should  be  clari¬ 
fied. 

Regarding  Section  111,  Limitations  on  Exclusive 
Rights:  Secondary  Transmissions,  and  the  Com¬ 
munity  Antenna  Television  (CATV)  issue,  the  Regis¬ 
ter  maintained  that  the  “Copyright  Office  agrees  in 
principle  . .  .  that  mere  retransmission  of  local  signals 
does  not,  theoretically  at  least,  damage  the  copyright 
owner’s  market.  However,  we  recognize  the  practical 
difficulties  in  finding  an  equitable  way  to  draw  the 
line,  and  we  have  no  trouble  in  accepting  the  gradu¬ 
ated  scale  of  the  bill.” 

Miss  Ringer  also  said  that  the  Copyright  Office 
questioned  giving  copyright-type  protection  on  a 
regulatory,  communications  law  basis,  especially 
where  the  courts  have  chosen  to  withhold  it.  She 
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noted  that  the  Federal  Communications  Commission 
has  promulgated  rules  to  protect  copyright  owners 
against  retransmission  by  cable  television  operators, 
although  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  ruled  against 
copyright  liability. 

On  November  6,  the  Register’s  testimony  dealt 
with  the  problem  of  copyright  liability  for  public 
broadcasting;  Section  112,  Limitations  on  Exclusive 
Rights:  Ephemeral  Recordings;  Section  113,  Scope  of 
Exclusive  Rights  in  Pictorial,  Graphic,  and  Sculptural 
Works;  and  Title  II  of  H.R.  2223,  Protection  of  Orna¬ 
mental  Designs  of  Useful  Articles.  She  spoke  to  the 
basic  issues  in  the  case  of  public  broadcasting  and 
ephemeral  records:  copyright  exemptions  for  instruc¬ 
tional  broadcasters  under  Section  112  exemptions  for 
the  blind  and  the  physically  handicapped  and  exemp¬ 
tions  for  broadcasting  for  religious  purposes.  Discus¬ 
sion  concerning  these  proposed  exemptions  covered 
compulsory  licenses  which,  the  Register  said,  “should 
be  last  resorts.  The  Copyright  Office  thinks  voluntary 
agreements  are  possible.  . .  .” 

Regarding  Title  II,  the  Register  said  that  no  one 
thinks  that  design  patents  are  sufficient  today,  and 
that  the  Copyright  Office  feels  typeface  designs 
should  be  protected  under  the  Design  Protection  Act. 
The  Register  took  the  position  that  the  Design  Pro¬ 
tection  Act  (Title  II)  should  be  administered  by  the 
Copyright  Office. 

The  November  20  hearings  covered  four  topics: 
compulsory  license  for  making  and  distributing 
phonorecords  (the  mechanical  royalty);  the  jukebox 
exemption  from  royalty  payments;  copyright  owner¬ 
ship  and  transfer;  and  the  manufacturing  requirement 
and  importation  (the  manufacturing  clause). 

Regarding  compulsory  license,  Section  115  of  H.R. 
2223,  the  Register  said  that,  although  the  time  may 
come  when  a  royalty  based  upon  a  percentage  of  the 
selling  price  would  be  preferable  to  a  flat-rate  per 
record,  that  time  has  not  yet  arrived.  The  position  of 
the  Copyright  Office  remains,  as  stated  in  the  1965 
Supplementary  Report  of  the  Register,  that  “the  stat¬ 
utory  rate  should  be  at  the  high  end  of  a  range  within 
which  the  parties  can  negotiate  now  and  in  the 
future,  for  actual  payment  of  a  rate  that  reflects  mar¬ 
ket  values  at  that  time.  It  should  not  be  so  high, 
however,  as  to  make  it  economically  impractical  for 
record  producers  to  invoke  the  compulsory  license  if 
negotiations  fail.”  Miss  Ringer  also  noted  in  her  pre¬ 
pared  statement  that  the  Copyright  Office  endorsed 
the  following  conclusion,  expressed  in  the  1966  and 
1967  House  reports:  “In  the  significant  debate  over 
whether  the  statutory  fee  is  a  ceiling  or  a  rate  there 


appears  to  be  some  validity  to  the  arguments  on  both 
sides.  The  fee  is  certainly  a  ceiling  in  the  sense  that  no 
higher  amounts  are  ever  paid,  but  the  record  pro¬ 
ducers  may  well  be  right  in  asserting  that  the  statuto¬ 
ry  fee  establishes  a  base,  with  stereotyped  variations 
downward,  that  for  practical  business  reasons  is  used 
as  the  rate  in  most  written  arguments.  In  this  sense 
there  may  be  relatively  few  negotiated  agreements; 
but  this  does  not  necessarily  mean  that,  if  the  statu¬ 
tory  maximum  were  increased  somewhat,  the  prevail¬ 
ing  fee  structure  would  be  increased  to  the  maximum 
without  negotiations.” 

Reiterating  that  the  mechanical  royalty  is  com¬ 
pulsory  only  for  the  copyright  owner,  not  the  record 
maker,  and  that  it  has  a  ceiling  but  no  floor,  the 
Register  concluded  that  the  “fact  remains  that,  of  the 
various  individual  human  beings  involved  in  making  a 
record,  the  individual  songwriters  are  the  only  ones 
who  have  received  no  increase  in  their  remuneration 
to  make  up  for  the  rise  in  their  individual  cost  of 
living.” 

The  next  topic  during  the  November  20  hearing 
was  the  jukebox  exemption  from  payment  of  copy¬ 
right  royalties.  Miss  Ringer  recapitulated  hearings 
held  before  the  subcommittee  in  early  June  1975. 
[See  the  LC  Information  Bulletin  of  July  11,  1975, 
pp.  283  and  285.]  Then,  noting  that  the  issue  being 
discussed  at  the  time  was  whether  or  not  the  pro¬ 
posed  $8  annual  license  fee  should  be  subject  to 
Royalty  Tribunal  review,  the  Register  went  on  to  say, 
that  the  “Copyright  Office  takes  no  position  on 
them,  although  as  in  the  case  of  other  compulsory 
licenses,  we  recognize  that  the  Tribunal  could  be 
more  effective  than  Congressional  Committees  in 
marshalling  and  evaluating  the  masses  of  economic 
data  necessary  to  revise  the  rates  up  or  down,  and 
that  a  Congressional  veto  power  is  provided.” 

Observing  that  virtually  all  the  new  provisions  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  ownership  and  transfer  of  copyright  were 
in  favor  of  individual  authors,  Miss  Ringer  discussed 
three  items  in  particular:  the  revised  definition  of 
“works  made  for  hire”;  a  clarification,  in  Section  202 
and  elsewhere  in  the  bill,  of  the  distinction  between 
copyright  and  corporeal  property;  and  a  special  provi¬ 
sion  relating  to  involuntary  transfers  of  copyright. 

The  last  topic  of  the  day  was  the  manufacturing 
clause  (Chapter  6  of  H.R.  2223).  Miss  Ringer  noted 
that  it  required  that  books  in  all  languages,  photo¬ 
graphs,  chromos,  and  lithographs  be  printed  from 
type  set  in  the  United  States.  Tracing  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  manufacturing  clause  through  several  acts 
and  revisions,  including  the  General  Revision  of  1909, 
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the  Register  noted  the  Act  of  June  3,  1949,  which 
liberalized  the  manufacturing  clause  by  substantially 
increasing  the  ad  interim  time  limits  and  permitting 
importation  of  up  to  1,500  copies  of  a  foreign  edition 
of  a  work  under  ad  interim  copyright.  This  was  done, 
she  said,  to  test  the  American  market. 

In  her  prepared  statement,  Miss  Ringer  quoted  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  1966  and  1967  reports  of  the  House 
Judiciary  Committee  which  expressed  doubt  that  the 
American  printing  industry  and  trade  unions  would 
be  adversely  affected  by  abolition  of  the  clause.  The 
Register  cited  testimony  on  revision  before  the  sub¬ 
committee  last  May  by  Joel  W.  Biller,  deputy  assis¬ 
tant  secretary  for  commercial  affairs  and  business 
activities  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  State,  who  said, 
“We  fully  realize  that  there  could  be  a  difficulty  posed 
for  some  American  manufacturers  if  protection  like 
this,  which  has  existed  in  legislation  for  many  years, 
were  suddenly  terminated.  If  the  Congress  should 
decide  that  in  order  to  achieve  a  desirable  transition 


that  some  sort  of  phase-out  period  is  necessary,  we 
would  support  such  a  position.”  To  this,  the  Register 
added  her  own  comment  that  the  “Copyright  Office 
is  familiar  with  the  process  of  compromise  that  pro¬ 
duced  the  present  text  of  section  601,  and  we  believe 
that  all  of  those  who  participated  in  it  deserve  com¬ 
mendation  for  their  reasonable  attitudes  and  spirit  of 
give-and-take. . .  Assuming  that  some  sort  of  restric¬ 
tion  on  manufacture  must  remain  in  the  copyright 
statute,  the  general  approach  of  section  601  appears 
satisfactory.  At  the  same  time,  we  believe  that  the 
time  has  come  to  think  seriously  about  a  phase-out. 
If...  a  terminal  date  for  section  601  could  be  set 
now,  it  could  provide  a  reasonable  transitional  period 
during  which  there  could  be  an  opportunity  to  study 
the  actual  economics  of  the  situation  during  a  time  of 
great  technological  change  in  book  manufacturing.” 

There  was  also  discussion  of  the  exemption  of 
Canada  from  the  requirements  of  the  manufacturing 
clause. 


APPENDIX  III 

CONCLUDING  REPORTS  ON  THE  ALA  MIDWINTER  MEETING 
Chicago,  Ill.,  January  18-24,  1976 


COUNCIL  I 

President  Allie  Beth  Martin  and  president-elect 
Gara  Jones  presided  over  the  first  session  of  Council 
which  met  from  10  a.m.  to  noon  on  Tuesday,  Janu¬ 
ary  20. 

President  Martin  in  a  brief  report  indicated  her  year 
had  focused  on  the  needs  of  individual  members.  The 
transition  period  to  a  new  dues  and  financial  struc¬ 
ture  was  going  well,  with  six  of  14  divisions  living 
within  their  incomes.  She  emphasized  how  much 
activity  and  effort  was  being  put  into  plans  for  the 
centennial  program  for  July,  work  on  the  White 
House  conference,  copyright  legislation  and  its  im¬ 
pact,  library  funding  legislation,  and  many  other 
fronts. 

During  the  Midwinter  Meeting,  the  names  of  Rus¬ 
sell  Shank,  director  of  libraries  at  the  Smithsonian 
Institution,  and  Eric  Moon,  president  of  Scarecrow 
Press,  were  added  by  petition  to  those  already  nomi¬ 
nated  as  candidates  for  first  vice  president  and 
president-elect;  already  nominated  were  Cecil  P. 


Beach,  director  of  the  Division  of  Library  Service, 
State  of  Florida,  and  Robert  H.  Rohlf,  director  of 
Hennepin  County  (Minn.)  Library.  Norman  E.  Tanis, 
director  of  libraries  at  California  State  University  at 
Northridge,  is  a  candidate  by  petition  for  treasurer  in 
addition  to  the  following  nominees:  Doris  Banks, 
director  of  the  Division  of  Library  Science,  California 
State  College  at  Fullerton,  and  William  Chait,  director 
of  the  Dayton  (Ohio)  Public  Library. 

Council  heard  the  Council  Resolutions  Committee 
(CRC)  report  presented  by  Guy  Garrison,  past  chair¬ 
man,  which  recommended  broadening  of  the  commit¬ 
tee’s  role  in  increasing  the  effectiveness  of  the 
presentation  of  resolutions  for  Council  consideration. 
Council  unanimously  approved  two  sections  of  the 
report  (Nos.  5  and  6)  to  become  effective  after  the 
Midwinter  Meeting.  The  important  changes  in  the 
committee’s  role,  as  outlined  in  sections  5  and  6 
respectively,  are  “that  the  chairperson  at  each  Coun¬ 
cil  session,  following  the  moving  and  seconding  of 
any  resolution,  allow  the  CRC  first  chance  to  give  the 
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Council  the  Committee’s  assessment  of  how  well  the 
resolution  meets  the  guidelines  [for  preparing  resolu¬ 
tions  adopted  by  Council]  . . .  [and]  that  the  CRC 
develop  a  suggested  format  for  resolutions  to  insure 
that  each  resolution  duplicated  for  Council  carry: 
(1)  a  brief  descriptive  title  . . .  ;  (2)  the  name  of  the 
Council  sponsor;  (3)  the  name  of  an  ALA  unit  en¬ 
dorsing  the  resolution;  (4)  a  statement  of  the  prior 
history  of  the  resolution,  if  any  . .  .  ;  and  (5)  the  CRC 
notation  of  review.” 

Council  approved  an  amended  resolution  recog¬ 
nizing  that  part-time  employment  opportunities 
should  be  on  a  par  with  full-time  employment. 

Another  resolution  held  over  from  the  Annual  Con¬ 
ference  last  summer  gave  Council  a  clear  opportunity 
to  put  its  collective  wisdom  and  common  sense  to 
good  use.  The  resolution,  banning  smoking  at  ALA 
meetings,  drew  much  diverse  comment  and  a  resolve 
was  hammered  out  that  separate  sections  in  large 
meeting  rooms  be  set  aside  for  smokers  and  non- 
smokers;  in  the  case  of  smaller  rooms,  the  presiding 
officer  will  determine  the  sense  of  a  particular  group 
and  make  a  decision  as  to  whether  smoking  will  be 
permitted. 

With  less  discussion  than  it  had  generated  last  sum¬ 
mer,  a  resolution  on  sexist  terminology  and  sexist 
advertising  was  adopted  by  Council  indicating  that 
“guidelines  be  established  immediately  and  distrib¬ 
uted  to  all  ALA  staff  for  editing  all  future  publica¬ 
tions  and  official  documents  so  that  the  Council’s 
resolution  on  sex-stereotyping  terminology  is  imple¬ 
mented  fully  in  letter  and  spirit;  and  . . .  further .. . . 
that  guidelines  be  established  for  review  of  all  future 
advertising  copy  to  insure  that  discriminatory  re¬ 
marks  of  any  kind  are  eliminated  from  public  state¬ 
ments  of  the  American  Library  Association.”  The 
resolution  was  submitted  last  summer  by  the  SRRT 
Task  Force  on  Women  to  Membership,  which  passed 
a  resolution  sending  it  to  Council  for  policy  approval. 

Council  received  information  reports  from  the 
Council  Committee  on  Committees,  including  nomi¬ 
nations  for  Executive  Board  members  and  appoint¬ 
ments  to  Council  committees.  [David  G.  Remington ] 

COUNCIL  II 

The  second  session  of  Council  was  convened  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  January  21.  Major  reports 
were  presented  to  the  Council  by  ALA  treasurer 
Frank  B.  Sessa  and  Richard  L.  Darling,  president  of 
the  Freedom  to  Read  Foundation.  Among  the  resolu¬ 
tions  passed  by  Council  were  the  following:  that 
“ALA  encourage  public  libraries  and  systems  to  make 


a  concerted  effort  to  extend  their  services  to  residents 
of  jails  and  detention  facilities  within  their  taxing 
areas”;  that  “a  standing  committee  of  ALA  Council 
on  the  status  of  women  in  librarianship  be  estab¬ 
lished”;  and  that  “Council  recommend  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Organization  that  it  add  to  the  functions  of 
the  Council  Committee  on  Resolutions  by  charging 
the  Committee  with  the  responsibility  for  deter¬ 
mining  the  policy  or  non-policy  nature  of  all  resolu¬ 
tions  to  be  presented  to  Council.” 

In  other  actions,  the  Council  adopted  as  ALA 
policy  the  statement  of  the  role  and  functions  of 
ALA  round  tables  and  accepted  the  principles  of  the 
report  of  the  Executive  Board  Subcommittee  on  Pres¬ 
idential  Support  recommending  more  adequate  sup¬ 
port  for  the  ALA  president. 

Council  also  adopted  the  proposal  of  the  Honorary 
Membership  Subcommittee  of  the  Executive  Board 
for  the  presentation  as  a  one-time  item  a  “special 
centennial  citation”  to  not  more  that  10  individuals 
who  might  not  be  considered  for  honorary  member¬ 
ship  but  whose  contributions  to  the  library  profession 
have  been  significant.  In  addition,  Council  approved 
honorary  ALA  memberships  for  Robert  Bingham 
Downs,  Mary  Virginia  Gaver,  Virginia  Lacy  Jones, 
Herman  Liebaers,  Edmon  Low,  Daniel  Melcher,  Mary 
U.  Rothrock,  and  Jesse  Hauk  Shera.  A  mail  vote  was 
ordered  by  Council  on  certain  amendments  to  the 
Bylaws  dealing  with  trustee  and  lay  members. 

Actions  defeated  by  vote  of  Council  included  a 
resolution  that  there  be  renewed  efforts  to  relocate 
the  ALA  headquarters  to  the  Washington,  D.C., 
metropolitan  area,  and  a  resolution  that  major  initia¬ 
tives  be  undertaken  toward  the  achievement  of  a 
union  or  confederation  of  all  library  and  information 
services  organizations.  [Bruce  E.  Langdon ] 

COUNCIL  III 

A  full  agenda  faced  the  Council  in  its  final  meeting 
on  Friday,  January  23. 

Robert  Wedgeworth,  ALA  executive  secretary, 
reported  to  Council  that  while  1974-75  was  a  thresh¬ 
old  year  devoted  to  financial  turnaround,  accounting, 
membership  services,  and  systems  and  operational 
needs,  the  first  six  months  of  1976,  ALA’s  centennial 
year,  will  see  the  first  ALA  Yearbook,  a  special 
supplement  on  ALA  and  libraries  in  a  national  news¬ 
paper,  and  the  largest  annual  conference  commemo¬ 
rating  ALA’s  first  century.  He  pointed  out  two  small 
accomplishments  in  the  past  year:  balancing  the 
budget  and  bringing  membership  renewal  receipts 
back  within  the  15-day  goal  he  had  set.

The  second  resolve  in  a  Resolution  on  the  Relation¬ 
ship  Between  Membership  and  Council  on  Policy 
Issues  was  passed  with  a  slight  amendment  recom¬ 
mending  that  there  be  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  reorga¬ 
nize  and  recodify  the  ALA  Position  Statements  and 
Policies  and  Procedures  Manual.  Floor  comment  high¬ 
lighted  the  enormous  but  important  task  such  a  com¬ 
mittee  faces  in  tackling  what  is  a  rather  huge, 
unwieldy  but  interesting  collection  of  policy  and 
quasi-policy  statements  on  practically  everything.  The 
main  resolve  was  adopted  at  Council  II  on  Wednes¬ 
day,  January  21. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Round  Tables  Special 
Committee  in  its  December  22,  1975,  draft  statement 
on  round  tables  were  adopted  by  Council  with  the 
exception  of  the  last  paragraph  of  section  V,  “Ser¬ 
vices  of  Round  Tables  to  the  ALA,”  which  was  con¬ 
sidered  separately  because  of  the  concern  over  the 
size  of  round  table  contributions  to  cover  Association 
costs.  A  motion  to  postpone  consideration  of  the 
matter  was  carried  leaving  the  present  voluntary  con¬ 
tribution  practice  in  effect. 

Other  action  of  the  Council  included  adoption  of  a 
resolution  urging  the  U.S.  Department  of  State  to 
issue  a  visa  to  Peruvian  author,  Hugo  ©lanco,  sub¬ 
mitted  as  part  of  the  Intellectual  Freedom  Committee 
report.  Several  organization  revisions  aid  changes 
were  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Organiza¬ 
tion  and  adopted  by  Council  increasing  the  size  of  the 
Office  for  Library  Personnel  Resources  and  discon¬ 
tinuing  the  general  ALA  Audiovisual  Committee  at  its 
own  request,  recognizing  that  its  original  functions 
are  now  effectively  being  carried  out  by  various  type- 
of-library  and  function-related  divisional  committees. 

The  Committee  on  Organization  report  to  the 
Executive  Board  regarding  ALA  policy  on  collective 
bargaining  was  referred  to  Council  by  the  board, 
which  recommended  establishment  of  a  special  com¬ 
mittee  with  divisional  and  council  representation  to 
develop  an  appropriate  policy  on  collective  bargain¬ 
ing.  Currently  the  Library  Administration  Division 
has  responsibility  in  this  area.  Other  divisions,  espe¬ 
cially  type-of-library  divisions  and  the  library  trustees 
group,  have  a  strong  and  special  interest  in  collective 
bargaining.  The  special  Council  committee  will  review 
the  entire  matter  of  policy  and  responsibility. 

A  great  deal  of  discussion  and  concern  was  gener¬ 
ated  in  consideration  of  revised  ALA  dues  schedule 
transition  guidelines,  with  attempts  to  delete  and 
change  a  provision  relating  to  an  administrative 
charge  of  two  percent  by  the  Association  to  divisions 
for  seminars,  institutes,  and  preconferences  which  are 


sponsored  by,  but  not  managed  by  ALA.  The  pros 
and  cons  of  whether  the  two  percent  charge  inhibits 
bringing  divisional  programs  to  the  grassroots  level 
were  debated,  but  Council  finally  adopted  the  revised 
guidelines  without  amendment. 

Wide  concern  for  the  drastic  financial  situation  of 
the  New  York  Public  Library  was  expressed  in  a  reso¬ 
lution  submitted  by  the  New  York  Chapter  councilor 
and  passed  by  Council  resolving  that  the  “ALA  Legis¬ 
lative  Committee  cooperate  with  the  New  York 
Public  Library  and  the  New  York  Library  Association 
in  designing  a  program  resulting  in  federal  legislation 
to  assure  permanence  of  this  great  institution.” 

A  resolution  asking  for  a  special  committee  to 
study  whether  ALA  needed  a  unit  devoted  to  the 
professional  interests  of  librarians  was  defeated  with 
floor  comment  suggesting  that  if  any  or  all  parts  of 
ALA  needed  to  be  concerned  for  the  professionalism 
of  their  activities,  it  was  the  local  units  responsibility 
and  challenge.  A  separate  unit  with  overall  concern 
was  not  evidently  viewed  as  the  present  answer. 

The  provision  in  the  ALA  bylaws  calling  for  nomi¬ 
nation  by  petition  signed  by  100  members  (Article 
III,  Sec.  3(b))  was  considered  in  a  resolution  address¬ 
ing  itself  to  the  problem  of  long  lists  of  candidates  fer 
Council  and  the  apparent  inequity  in  the  bylaws  pro¬ 
vision  that  (Article  III,  Sec.  2(b))  only  10  councilor 
signatures  effect  a  nomination  for  Council  at  Mid¬ 
winter  Meeting.  After  some  discussion  that  the  intent 
to  eliminate  the  10-councilor  provision  would,  practi¬ 
cally  speaking,  deny  nomination  of  some  councilors 
and  about  the  idea  of  revising  the  “one  hundred 
member”  provision  to  substitute  “number  of  mem¬ 
bers  eligible  to  vote  which  equals  three  percent  of  the 
votes  cast  for  the  office  of  president-elect  in  the 
immediate  preceeding  election  of  the  Association” 
would  significantly  increase  the  number  of  members 
beyond  100,  Council  voted  to  table  the  resolution, 
recognizing,  however,  that  it  raised  valid  concerns. 

A  resolution  relating  to  candidate  biographical  and 
professional  statements  was  defeated  after  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Board  advised  that  a  provision  for  each  candidate 
to  answer  specific  questions  would  be  a  denial  of  the 
freedom  of  individual  expression. 

After  some  discussion  about  the  problems  of  chap¬ 
ter  councilors  representing  state  associations  but 
elected  only  by  the  active  ALA  personal  members  in 
the  state  association,  a  resolution  which  would 
rescind  the  provision  that  only  personal  ALA  mem¬ 
bers  in  a  chapter  could  vote  for  the  councilor  was 
defeated. 

A  resolution  which  would  grant  a  representative  on 
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Council  to  all  divisions  and  round  tables  immediately 
following  the  Midwinter  Meeting  was  defeated  on  the 
basis  of  opposition  to  hasty  action  which  would  undo 
the  recent  basic  changes  to  democratize  the  Council. 
Passage  of  the  resolution  would  have  given  the  major¬ 
ity  on  Council  to  representatives  of  specific  chapters 
and  interests.  Presently  there  are  100  councilors-at- 
large  representing  the  membership-at-large  and  50 
chapter  councilors  representing  state  associations. 

A  resolution  recognizing  the  deep  and  growing 
concern  that  there  be  more  membership  involve¬ 
ment  in  ALA  and  resolving  that  chapter  councilors 
and  councilors-at-large  work  together  wherever  pos¬ 
sible  to  establish  library  issue  caucuses  at  state  li¬ 
brary  association  and  type-of-library  association 
meetings  with  the  goal  of  identifying  issues,  devel¬ 
oping  information,  and  communicating  reconv 
mendations  on  library  issues  to  ALA  Council  or 
other  appropriate  bodies  for  consideration  was 
adopted  without  discussion. 

President-elect  Clara  Jones  intervened  in  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  agenda  to  move  the  adoption  of  two  resolutions. 
One  asked  that  a  special  centennial  honorary  mem¬ 
bership  be  extended  to  President  Allie  Beth  Martin. 
The  other  extended  special  appreciation  for  her  cou¬ 
rageous  leadership  of  the  Association  beyond  thought 
of  personal  considerations  and  comfort  and  especially 
noted  her  rich  contribution  to  the  profession  and  her 
staunch  determination  to  realize  large  commitments. 
The  Council  adopted  both  resolutions  standing  unani¬ 
mously  with  extended  applause  in  recognition  of 
President  Martin. 

Council  adopted  a  resolution  which  amends  ALA 
Equal  Opportunity  Policy  by  adding  the  words 
“physical  or  mental  handicap  to  Section  I  and  Sec¬ 
tion  III.” 

The  chairman  of  the  Council  Resolution  Commit¬ 
tee  received  Council  approval  to  increase  the  size  of 
the  committee  for  one  year  to  meet  its  significantly 
increased  responsibilities  effectively. 

Following  several  announcements  by  Mr.  Wedge- 
worth,  including  the  report  that  3,315  members 
attended  the  Midwinter  Meeting,  E.  J.  Josey, 
councilor-at-large  from  New  York,  informed  Council 
that  NYPL  had  closed  eight  branches  in  an  overall 
five-year  plan  to  close  one-half  of  the  83  system 
branches.  Following  floor  debate  noting  that  many 
library  systems  face  similar  closings  and  should  have 
ALA  encouragement  and  support,  a  resolution  was 
adopted  to  support  New  York  City  residents  in  their 
fight  to  keep  their  libraries  open.

RTSD/ISAD/RASD  MARBI 

The  Representation  in  Machine-Readable  Form  of 
Bibliographic  Information  Committee  (MARBI)  met 
on  January  19-20;  Charles  Payne,  chairman,  presided 
at  all  sessions.  With  respect  to  membership,  the  com¬ 
mittee  expressed  concern  that  no  members  have  been 
appointed  to  the  committee  by  RASD  for  this  year 
and  noted  the  desirability  of  representation  on  the 
committee  from  different  geographic  areas  and  types 
of  users. 

Henriette  Avram,  Library  of  Congress,  reported  to 
the  committee  on  the  status  of  international  charac¬ 
ter  sets  for  Latin,  Greek,  mathematics,  Cyrillic,  Afri¬ 
can,  and  control  characters.  Mrs.  Avram  also  reported 
on  the  UNIMARC  format  (formerly  called  the  MARC 
International  Format)  and  on  the  COMARC, 
CONSER,  and  Subject  Headings  projects  and  on 
MARC  expansion  at  the  Library  of  Congress. 

The  committee,  in  its  role  as  the  MARC  Advisory 
Committee,  approved  all  format  changes  submitted  to 
it,  including  provision  for  including  variant  name 
fields  for  an  AACR  form  of  name  when  an  ALA  form 
of  name  is  used  in  a  serial  record.  Other  serial  format 
changes  include  a  subfield  change  in  linking  entry 
fields  and  provision  of  a  subfield  for  cancelled  or 
invalid  LC  card  numbers  in  serial  records.  Two  minor 
changes  to  the  physical  description  fixed  field  of  the 
films  format  were  also  approved. 

The  committee  discussed  a  revised  draft  of  the 
authorities  format.  A  decision  of  the  committee  will 
be  submitted  within  a  short  period  of  time.  A 
proposed  change  in  the  handling  of  parallel  titles  in 
the  serials  format  was  presented  and  discussed  at  the 
meeting  and  comments  will  be  submitted  to  the  chair¬ 
man  within  two  weeks. 

Inclusion  of  a  field  in  the  format  for  filing  instruc¬ 
tions  for  manual  filing  was  rejected  by  the  committee 
as  being  appropriate  for  a  local  field,  rather  than  for  a 
field  in  the  communications  format. 

John  Knapp  reported  on  his  communications  with 
the  Cataloging  Code  Revision  Committee  concerning 
possible  implications  for  machine  processing  of 
proposed  rule  changes  and  asked  the  opinion  of  the 
committee  on  other  code  revision  topics  under  con¬ 
sideration. 

The  committee  made  a  decision  to  present  a  program 
at  the  1976  Annual  Conference  on  questions  concern¬ 
ing  a  future  national  union  catalog.  Ruth  Tighe,  NELI- 
NET,  will  be  program  chairman.  [Josephine  S.  Pulsifer ] 

RASD  INTERLIBRARY  LOAN  COMMITTEE 

The  Interlibrary  Loan  Committee  (ILL)  of  the  Ref- 
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erence  and  Adult  Services  Division  held  business 
meetings  on  January  19  and  20,  with  Alice  Wilcox, 
director  of  the  Minnesota  Interlibrary  Teletype  Ex¬ 
change  (MINITEX),  University  of  Minnesota  library, 
presiding.  At  the  initial  session  a  number  of  reports 
emphasized  the  growing  importance  of  interlibrary 
networks  and  the  questions  these  might  pose  for 
interlibrary  loan.  Vern  Pings,  director  of  the  Wayne 
State  University  library  and  representative  of  the 
Medical  Library  Association  (MLA),  discussed  the 
implications  for  the  medical  library  network  of  the 
gradual  reduction  of  Federal  support.  The  loss  of 
funds  by  the  medical  library  network  will  undoubt¬ 
edly  result  in  increased  burdens  on  local  library 
resources.  With  the  changes  in  the  medical  library  net¬ 
work,  the  committee,  at  Mr.  Pings’  suggestion,  voted 
that  he  raise  with  MLA  the  question  of  its  assignment 
of  responsibility  for  interlibrary  loan  and  investigate 
the  possibility  of  appropriate  representation  from 
ILL  to  MLA.  David  Weber,  director  of  the  Stanford 
University  Libraries  and  representative  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Research  Libraries  (ARL),  reported  briefly  on 
the  status— now  quiescent— of  ARL’s  proposal  for  a 
computer-based  interlibrary  communications  system. 
With  regard  to  fees  for  loans  on  which  ARL  had 
encouraged  libraries  to  make  their  own  judgments, 
Mr.  Weber  mentioned  that  a  few  libraries  had  recently 
instituted  charges.  Several  institutions  represented  at 
the  session  declared  that  they  were  also  having  to 
consider  this.  Virginia  Boucher,  University  of  Colo¬ 
rado  Libraries,  Boulder,  reported  on  the  educational 
interlibrary  loan  project  she  had  been  developing.  A 
preconference  institute  entitled  Teaching  Design:  ILL 
Basics  is  to  be  held  at  Rosary  College  in  the  Chicago 
suburb  of  River  Forest  on  July  16-17,  just  before  the 
ALA  Annual  Conference.  Registration  will  be  limited 
to  75  people  and  the  cost  will  be  in  the  range  of  $80 
to  $85.  The  first  session  concluded  with  Mrs.  Wilcox’s 
report  on  her  work  on  the  National  Commission  on 
the  New  Technological  Uses  of  Copyrighted  Works 
(CONTU)  and  a  general  discussion  of  copyright  and 
photocopying  in  libraries,  a  situation  in  which  librar¬ 
ies  have  become  deeply  involved  as  surrogates  for  the 
users. 

At  the  second  ILL  meeting,  Lawrence  Livingston  of 
the  Council  on  Library  Resources,  Inc.  spoke  on  the 
developing  national  library  and  information  network 
to  aid  the  committee  in  seeing  the  direction  in  which 
it  should  move.  Mr.  Livingston  emphasized  that  a 
national  network  will  be  built  from  existing  networks 
and  stated  that  the  development  of  the  system  will 
take  some  years  but  there  is  need  now  for  concentra¬ 


tion  on  the  transactions  between  networks.  While  the 
decision  on  a  capping  agency  will  come  some  time  in 
the  future,  the  bibliographic  files  of  the  Library  of 
Congress  will  be  essential.  Discussing  some  of  the 
areas  that  need  attention,  Mr.  Livingston  referred  to  a 
piece  identification  number  (ID)  as  well  as  an  institu¬ 
tional  ID  and  how  they  would  relate  to  each  other,  a 
patron’s  ID,  how  the  piece  ID  relates  to  the  shelf 
number,  and  how  this  is  put  on  the  piece.  He  dis¬ 
cussed  the  concept  of  a  MARC  telecommunications 
format  and  again  emphasized  the  need  for  concentra¬ 
tion  on  the  messages  between  networks.  There  has 
been  work  on  standardization  of  the  technical  pro¬ 
tocols  of  these  messages  but  little  is  being  done  on 
bibliographic  protocols.  Pressure  is  needed  from  a 
group  such  as  ILL  for  a  standard  bibliographic  mes¬ 
sage  format  to  ensure  uniform  communication 
between  different  networks.  Following  Mr.  Living¬ 
ston’s  talk,  Ruth  Solie  of  the  Center  for  Research 
Libraries  (CRL)  in  Chicago  discussed  CRL’s  two-year 
old  program  for  backing  up  its  serial  holdings  by  co¬ 
operating  with  the  British  Library  Lending  Division 
(BLLD)  and  a  new  program  in  operation  since  August 
1975  for  providing  member  institutions  with  photo¬ 
copies  of  journal  articles  in  science,  technology,  and 
the  social  sciences  unavailable  at  CRL.  She  reported 
that  CRL  had  sent  BLLD  6,000  requests  in  five 
months  and  that  there  was  an  85  percent  success  rate. 
Following  additional  reports  on  pertinent  activities  of 
state  library  agencies  by  William  de  John  of  the  Illi¬ 
nois  State  Library  and  on  RASD’s  Cooperative  Refer¬ 
ence  Committee  by  Nancy  Marshall,  the  chairman 
came  back  to  the  question  of  protocols  for  interfac¬ 
ing  networks  and  asked  several  committee  members 
to  look  at  different  types  of  libraries  in  order  to  draft 
a  statement  by  April  1  on  the  development  of  proto¬ 
cols  to  govern  relations  between  various  kinds  of  li¬ 
braries.  These  are  to  cover  directions  for  interfacing 
subject  type  libraries,  libraries  in  different  geographi¬ 
cal  areas,  state  library  agencies,  and  multitype  library 
networks.  Ruth  Kirk  of  the  University  of  Washington, 
Seattle,  a  former  ILL  member,  mentioned  that  the 
state  of  Washington  will  soon  have  interlibrary  loan 
protocols  and  volunteered  to  send  copies  to  ILL  for 
its  examination.  Referring  to  the  committee’s  under¬ 
taking  some  of  the  activities  Mr.  Livingston  discussed, 
Mr.  Weber  suggested  the  desirability  of  identifying 
the  components  for  a  comprehensive  plan  of  servicing 
all  types  of  libraries  with  all  types  of  materials,  cover¬ 
ing  mail  communications,  and  computer-facilitated 
systems.  As  this  information  becomes  available,  ILL 
will  be  able  to  determine  priorities  and  establish  a 
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task  force  to  study  the  proposed  components  in 
detail.  At  the  Annual  Conference,  ILL  will  have  a 
program  session  on  copyright  matters,  but  it  was  sug¬ 
gested  because  of  the  considerable  interest  in  ILL 
protocols  that  part  of  the  program  be  devoted  to  this 
subject.

RTSD  BOOK  CATALOGS  COMMITTEE 

Joseph  L.  Fuchs,  chairman  of  the  RTSD  Book 
Catalogs  Committee,  presiding  at  the  meeting  on  the 
morning  of  January  20,  reported  on  the  committee’s 
progress  in  developing  guidelines  for  book  catalogs.  A 
draft  has  been  prepared,  but  it  was  the  consensus  of 
the  members  that  further  editing  is  needed.  After  dis¬ 
cussing  the  feasibility  of  a  bibliography  for  each  chap¬ 
ter,  the  committee  decided  that  it  is  more  efficient  to 
have  only  one  bibliography. 

The  committee  also  briefly  discussed  the  question¬ 
naire  which  was  prepared  last  year.  The  intent  was  to 
send  it  to  15  or  20  publishers,  but  because  of  its  19 
page  length,  it  will  be  held  in  abeyance.  The  commit¬ 
tee  will  try  to  incorporate  the  most  salient  features  in 
the  guidelines.  This  action  does  not  preclude  the  issu¬ 
ance  of  a  questionnaire  at  a  future  date— perhaps  after 
the  guidelines  are  published. 

Mr.  Fuchs  plans  to  contact  the  RTSD  Executive 
Board  about  publishing  the  guidelines.  The  document 
is  approximately  50  pages  long,  and  the  committee 
would  like  to  publish  it  this  year.  [Kay  F.  Wexler ] 

RTSD  RS  BOOKDEALER- LIBRARY. 

RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

Harriet  Rebuldela  convened  the  meeting  of  the 
Resources  Section  Bookdealer-Library  Relations 
Committee  on  January  20  with  a  standing-room-only 
audience  of  librarians,  dealers,  and  publishers.  Mrs. 
Rebuldela  referred  to  the  two  ALA  press  releases 
drafted  by  the  committee  that  were  issued  in  Septem¬ 
ber  and  December  1975.  The  first  warned  librarians 
of  the  dangers  of  a  certain  vendor  offering  to  replace 
incomplete  periodical  sets  with  microfilms  of  com¬ 
plete  runs  of  periodical  files.  The  second  warned  of 
questionable  practices  of  a  few  micropublishers  that 
offer  at  higher  prices  third  or  later  generation  micro¬ 
films  of  materials  originally  filmed  by  libraries  and 
available  from  these  libraries  in  better  quality  micro¬ 
film  at  lesser  cost.  Francis  Spreitzer  of  the  University 
of  Southern  California  Library  then  discussed  the 
statement  developed  by  the  Reproduction  of  Library 
Materials  Section  and  the  Micropublishing  Projects 
Committee  of  the  Resources  Section  on  non-silver 
microfilm  (see  p.  413  of  the  fall  issue  of  LRTS)  and 


reminded  librarians  that  they  should  purchase  for 
their  permanent  collections  only  microfilm,  such  as 
silver  halide  film,  for  which  standards  for  archival 
permanence  have  been  established  by  recognized 
standards  organizations. 

A  letter  from  a  publisher  concerned  about  the  sale 
of  micropublications  to  library  consortia  was  read 
and  the  committee  agreed  to  consider  procedures  for 
promoting  additional  dialogue  between  publishers 
and  librarians  on  this  sensitive  topic.  Alan  Meckler, 
publisher  of  Microform  Review,  reported  on  the  suc¬ 
cessful  conference  on  library  microforms  held  in  New 
York  City  early  last  October  and  announced  that  a 
second  conference  is  scheduled  for  this  October 
28-29  in  Atlanta.  James  Cameron  of  the  Academic 
Book  Center  and  Mr.  Zayre  of  Bantam  Books  then 
discussed  problems  of  mass  market  paperback  distri¬ 
bution.  One  suggestion  was  that  librarians  patronize 
and  support  the  independent  local  distributors  or 
vendors  of  such  publications  since  single  copy  orders 
or  small  orders  requiring  billing  are  difficult  and 
uneconomical  for  publishers  or  wholesalers  to  handle. 
The  meeting  concluded  with  agreement  that  this  com¬ 
mittee  cosponsored  and  participate  in  the  programs 
planned  by  other  Resources  Section  and  RTSD  com¬ 
mittees  for  the  Annual  Conference  in  July.

SSRT  TASK  FORCE  ON  WOMEN 

Linda  Crowe,  coordinator  of  the  Task  Force  on 
Women  of  the  Social  Responsibilities  Round  Table, 
presided  at  the  January  20  meeting  at  The  Eleanor 
Association.  Miss  Crowe  introduced  Dorothy  L. 
(Meg)  Madsen,  the  executive  director  of  The  Eleanor 
Association,  and  thanked  her  for  permitting  the  task 
force  to  use  its  facilities.  Mrs.  Madsen  gave  a  brief 
report  about  the  history  and  purpose  of  The  Eleanor 
Association,  which  was  founded  in  1898  in  Chicago 
as  a  non-profit  organization  devoted  to  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  women.  She  also  reported  on  one  of  the 
most  recent  undertakings  of  the  association— the 
establishment  of  a  Clearinghouse  International  of  The 
Women’s  Forum.  The  clearinghouse  will  collect  and 
disseminate  data  on  programs,  organizations,  and 
individuals  making  significant  contributions  to  the 
women’s  movement. 

Liz  Dickinson  reported  that  she  was  appointed 
chairman  of  an  ad  hoc  Committee  on  the  Status  of 
Women  which  was  appointed  by  ALA  approximately 
three  weeks  ago.  The  committee  was  charged  with 
exploring  the  role  and  functions  of  a  standing  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Status  of  Women  which  has  been  pro- 
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posed.  Miss  Dickinson  reported  that  a  resolution  to 
establish  a  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  will 
be  presented  to  Council. 

Considerable  time  was  devoted  to  planning  a  morn¬ 
ing  and  afternoon  program  for  the  Annual  Confer¬ 
ence  in  July.  It  was  proposed  that  feminists  from 
various  occupational  or  professional  groups  be  invited 
to  discuss  their  problems  and  how  they  are  solving 
them.  The  presentation  of  skits  and  dramatic  readings 
was  also  discussed.  Since  there  appears  to  be  a  need 
for  more  formalized  contacts  with  ALA  committees 
and  Council,  the  possibility  of  inviting  committee 
and/or  Council  members  to  participate  was  discussed. 
It  was  the  consensus  of  the  task  force  that  some  time 
should  also  be  devoted  not  only  to  issues  but  tactics 
for  action,  such  as  workshops. 

Carol  Leita  reported  on  Women  Library  Workers, 
which  was  formed  at  the  last  Annual  Conference.  She 
said  that  250  persons  joined  the  organization  at  that 
time,  which  has,  since  then,  according  to  Miss  Leita, 
almost  doubled;  the  group  is  still  seeking  additional 
members.  The  organization  is  composed  of  library 
employees— professional  and  non-professional— who 
are  interested  in  combating  the  issues  and  problems 
which  confront  women  in  libraries.  [ Kay  F.  Wexler ] 

LIBRARY  EDUCATION  DIVISION 
CONTINUING  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE 

James  Nelson  chaired  the  meetings  of  the  newly 
organized  Continuing  Education  Committee  which 
met  on  January  20  and  January  22.  Since  the  commit¬ 
tee  was  formed  less  than  a  year  ago,  it  is  still  somewhat 
in  the  process  of  defining  its  role.  The  major  areas  of 
discussion  focused  on  the  need  to  maintain  a  dialogue 
between  educators  and  practicing  librarians  and  the 
need  for  liaison  with  the  Continuing  Library  Education 
Network  and  Exchange  (CLENE).  In  connection  with 
the  former,  the  development  of  team  teaching  in  which 
educators  and  librarians  join  forces  at  library  schools 
was  encouraged.  The  committee  also  recommended 
that  ALA  appoint  a  staff  representative  to  CLENE; 
representation  at  the  first  CLENE  Assembly  which  met 
January  23-24  immediately  following  the  Midwinter 
Meeting  was  essential.  The  importance  of  disseminating 
information  to  ALA  membership  about  the  activities 
of  CLENE  and  other  groups  concerned  with  continuing 
education  was  also  emphasized  by  the  committee.

RTSD  SERIALS  SECTION 
EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

At  the  committee’s  January  21  meeting,  the  chair¬ 


man  announced  that  there  will  be  a  program  at  the 
ALA  Annual  Conference  in  Chicago  jointly  sponsored 
by  the  Serials  Section,  ISAD,  and  RASD.  A  tentative 
topic  is  the  possible  uses  of  machine-readable  data 
bases.  Also  announced  were  the  candidates  for  chair¬ 
manship  of  the  section:  Judith  Cannan  and  Lois 
Upham. 

In  response  to  the  reports  of  the  various  commit¬ 
tees,  the  concern  of  the  committee  was  expressed 
(1)  that  the  Serials  Section  be  represented  in  the 
expanded  RTSD/LED  Education  for  Resources  and 
Technical  Services  Committee,  (2)  that  the  effect  of 
current  postal  rates  and  service  on  the  acquisition  of 
periodicals  by  libraries  be  conveyed  to  appropriate 
bodies  in  ALA,  (3)  that  an  investigation  be  made  into 
the  matter  of  sales  discrimination  against  consortia 
with  respect  to  serials;  (4)  that  the  legal  situation  con¬ 
cerning  copying  of  out-of-print  copyrighted  materials 
be  looked  into,  and  (5)  that  the  Serials  Section’s 
endorsement  of  the  desirability  of  having  ISSN  and 
key  title  included  in  machine-readable  data  bases  be 
publicized.  It  was  also  reported  that  the  layouts  for 
standard  forms  for  manually  maintained  serial  records 
are  being  worked  on. 

The  committee  agreed  to  cosponsor  a  discussion  at 
the  ALA  annual  convention  this  summer  with  the 
periodical  Title  Varies  to  provide  a  forum  for  direct 
contact  among  publishers  and  librarians  on  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  title  changes. 

Judith  Cannan  reported  on  CCRC  deliberations 
concerning  serials,  including  the  fact  that  CCRC  had 
withdrawn  its  proposal  for  entry  of  serials  under  title 
in  favor  of  the  position  on  corporate  authorship 
(based  on  Eve  Verona’s  paper)  presented  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  to  the  joint  committee.  Brief 
reports  were  also  made  from  the  Joint  Committee  on 
the  Union  List  of  Serials,  the  Committee  on  Educa¬ 
tion,  and  the  Technical  Services  Directors  of  Large 
Research  Libraries  Discussion  Group.

1976  NEWBERY  AND  CALDECOTT  MEDALS 

At  a  press  conference  at  the  Palmer  House  Hotel 
on  January  22,  the  medal-winning  and  honor-book 
authors  and  illustrators  for  the  annual  Newbery  and 
Caldecott  Awards  were  announced.  Their  books, 
published  in  1975,  were  selected  by  the  Children’s 
Services  Division  committee  of  23  children’s  and 
school  librarians.  The  announcement  was  made  by 
the  committee  chairman,  Zena  Sutherland,  lecturer 
in  the  Graduate  Library  School,  University  of  Chi¬ 
cago. 
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Winner  of  the  John  Newbery  Medal  for  the  most 
distinguished  contribution  to  children’s  literature  is 
Susan  Cooper  for  her  The  Grey  King,  published  by 
Atheneum  Publishers  (a  Margaret  K.  McElderry 
Book).  This  is  the  fourth  in  a  planned  series  of  five 
books  and  continues  the  theme  of  the  struggle 
between  the  forces  of  darkness  and  light  in  the 
world.  Mrs.  Cooper,  an  Englishwoman  who  was 
formerly  on  the  staff  for  the  Sunday  Times  of  Lon¬ 
don,  has  lived  for  the  past  12  years  near  Lexington, 
Mass.,  with  her  husband,  an  American  scientist. 
Honor  books  for  this  medal  were  two.  The  Hundred 
Penny  Box  (Viking  Press)  by  Sharon  Bell  Mathis,  a 
junior  high  school  librarian  in  Washington,  D.C.,  is  a 
poignant  story  telling  of  the  love  between  a  small 
boy  and  his  great-great  aunt.  Dragonwings  (Harper 
&  Row),  by  the  young  Chinese-American  author 
Laurence  Yep,  is  a  novel  about  Chinese  immigrants 
in  San  Francisco  of  the  early  1900’s. 

The  Randolph  J.  Caldecott  Medal  for  distinction 
in  picture  book  illustrating  was  won  by  Leo  and 
Diane  Dillon,  two  art  teachers  in  Brooklyn,  for  Why 
Mosquitoes  Buzz  in  People’s  Ears  (Dial  Press)  by 
Verna  Aardema.  This  humorous  West  African  folk¬ 
tale  is  pictured  in  bold,  stylized,  full-color  art  in 
soft  tones.  Their  earlier  work  includes  pictures  for 
Behind  the  Back  of  the  Mountain:  Black  Folktales 
from  Southern  Africa,  a  1973  ALA  Notable  Book, 
Songs  and  Stories  from  Uganda,  a  1974  ALA  Nota¬ 
ble  Book,  and  Mrs.  Mathis’s  Newbery  Honor  winner 
of  this  year. 

Honor  books  for  the  Caldecott  Medal  are  Strega 
Nona  (Prentice-Hall),  an  amusing  Italian  folktale 
retold  and  illustrated  by  Tomie  de  Paola,  and  The 
Desert  Is  Theirs  (Charles  Scribner’s  Sons)  with  art 


by  Peter  Parnall  for  Byrd  Baylor’s  text  about  the 
love  of  the  Papago  Indians  for  their  desert  home. 

The  presentation  of  the  medals,  provided  by 
Daniel  Melcher,  son  of  the  original  donor,  Frederic 
G.  Melcher,  will  be  made  at  the  Newbery-Caldecott 
Awards  dinner  on  Tuesday  evening,  July  20,  in  Chi¬ 
cago  during  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  American 
Library  Association.  [Virginia  Haviland] 

CATALOGING-IN-PERSON 

Librarians  attending  the  Midwinter  Meeting  spent 
some  of  their  time  in  informal  discussions  with 
members  of  Library  of  Congress  cataloging  and  cata¬ 
loging  automation,  publications,  and  distribution 
services  staff.  Widely  posted  schedules  indicated 
which  of  the  staff  would  be  available  so  that  librar¬ 
ians  interested  in  developments  in  specific  areas 
could  bring  their  questions  and  comments  to  the 
Library  of  Congress  staff  member  most  closely 
involved  in  the  area. 

Following  a  warmly  received  series  of  similar  ses¬ 
sions  at  the  last  Annual  Conference,  the  midwinter 
get-togethers  made  it  possible  for  library  school  stu¬ 
dents  and  professors,  working  catalogers,  and  other 
users  of  Library  of  Congress  cataloging  products  and 
services  to  discuss  technical  questions,  comments  on 
policies  and  services,  interests  in  trends  at  the  Li¬ 
brary  of  Congress  and  the  Library’s  role  in  the 
evolving  systems  of  bibliographic  control  as  well  as 
professional  careers  at  the  Library  and  in  the  field 
of  technical  and  automated  library  services. 

The  sessions  were  marked  by  a  relaxed,  two-way 
give  and  take,  an  open  exchange  of  views,  and  an 
opportunity  on  both  sides  to  ask  questions.
